In a Senate speech, Morse 
declared that the new ground 
rules wilLieopardi ze ca vil lib- 
erties. He said they’sEoTISrhe 
ineSrporated into legislation 
so that the whole package will 
receive an early court test. 

Morse asserted he has no

“I’ll do nothing to , prevent 
a vote on an omnibus crime 
bill,” Morse declared. “The 
sooner we get it to the Su- 
preme Court for determina- 
tion, the better.” 

Blocked Senate Once 

In the last Congress, Morse 
blocked Senate action on a 
crime bill, stating that its pro- 
visions were unconstitutional.

*' Morse said the Justice De- 
partment directive is an effort 
to scuttle the Mallory Rule. 
In that decision the Supreme 
Court said a confession is not 
admissible in court if it is ob- 
tained during an unnecessary 
delay between arrest and ar- 
raignment. 

‘No Questioning Needed’ 

'^Police have no need to ques- 
tion an arrested person, Morse 
declared. If they have probable 
e§use, they should take him 
Before a magistrate immedi- 
ately and have him arraigned, 
fife asserted. 

Morse said that Deputy At- 
torney General Ramsay Clark 
and U.S. Attorney David Ache- 
son, who worked up the guide- 
lines with Police Chief John 
B. Layton, do not want legisla- 
tion because of- their fears that 
it would be unconstitutional. 
Instead, he said, they want ad- 
ministrative procedures to be 
tested “on an installment 
basis.” 

He said Clark and Acheson 
have offered no evidence 
that the Mallory Rule had 
impeded police investigations 
or is in any way a cause for 
the increase in crime -in the 
city.
